All claimants, whether they 
exhausted their regular ben­ 
efits under a state or federal 
unemployment insurance law, 
must meet the eligibility re­ 
quirements of the California 
Unemployment In sura n c e 
Code. California acts as the 
agent, of the federal govern­ 
ment in administering the 
two federal unemployment 
compensation programs, and 
federal law provides that fed­ 
eral claimants shall meet the 
eligibility requirements of the

To be eligible for extended 
benefits, a person must be 
unemployed, able to work, 
available for work and seek­ 
ing-work, and since June 30,
